first time in 34 years the ancient 
prerogative of a peer to be Judged 
by the House of Lords on a felony 
charge, instead of by the criminal 
courts. 
P ageant I .ast* Six H ours 
Six hours after the young baron, 
bare-headed and without his robes, 
had strode into the chamber behind 
"the Gentleman Usher of the Black 
Rod,” the colorful pageant was end­ 
ed. 
It dated back to the Magna Carta 
and the reign of King John—115)9 to 
1216 A. D. 
Of the kingdom’s peers only bish­ 
ops are excluded from the right to 
such a trial, because they originally 
refused to recognize the Jurisdiction 
of law courts 
De Clifford, 
who 
married 
the 
daughter of a London night-club 
hostess ut the age of 21, pleaded In­ 
nocent in th»* death of Douglas 
George Hopkins, a commoner. 
He replied in the negative to the 
question: "How say you, my Lord, 
guilty or not guilty?” And then he 
listened intently as the sergeant-at- 
arms read from a parchment scroll: 
"Our 
sovereign 
Lord, the King, 
strictly commands all persons to 
keep silence on pain of imprison­ 
m ent/’

sham. contended there was “no evi­ 
dence of criminal negligence.” or 
even negligence on the part of his 
client.
